MILES OF PIPE.

The Gridiron Under the City
Extending to Enormous
Dimensions.

Four Hundred Men Pushing
the Waterworks to
Completion.

It is surprising to see how far the
water works are adyanced, and how
rapidly the work is being pushed.
Up to Saturday night nine and a half
miles of pipe had been laid on Cum-

mings, Cass, California, Chieago,
Webster, Burt, Izard, Davenport,

Capitol Avenue, and Tenth to Twenty-
first streets inclusive. Tuesday, pipes
were being laid on Douglas, Farnham,
Howard, Harney, Dodge and Capitol
Avenue.

Two hundred and twenty-five men
are at work ditching, laying pipe and
placing hydrants. About seventy-five
hydrants are already in position.

The low pressure engine is now be-
ing placed in position. The founda-
tions of the boilers are about com-
pleted, and they will be put in posi-
tion next week. About fifty men are
employed in this branch of work,
The walls of the engine buildings are
nearly completed. The trusses and
galvanized iron for the roofs are on
the ground and will be put up while
the men are at work within, so that
by the time the roof is completed,
everything will be in order for getting
up steam,
